Tr may be in Readineſs early the next Pear : To the end therefoze that none 
Wok Dur Seamen may pzetend Ignozance of Our Royal Pleaſure herein, 
N die have thought fit, by the Advice ok Dur Pziby Council, to Pſſue this 
|” Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation, and to Declare Our Royal Will and Þleaſare 
to be, and Me do hereby Pzomiſe and Declare, That all ſuch of the Seamen 
and others, belonging to any of Our Firſt, Second oz Third Rate Ships 
coming in to be Refitfed foz the nert Pears Service, which are not intended 
to be kept abꝛead in the Winter, who Hall remain on Board the reſpective 
Ships to which they belong, after their coming in to be Refitced, ſhall be 
continued in Wages and Uicuals, as fully as if they were in Our Service 

at Sea; And that ſuch of them as ſhall happen to be abſent from their Reſpective Ships after they are 
come in and unrigged, and ſhall return on Board their ſaid Ships, at oz befoze the Firſt Day of Ja- 
auary next, and from thence remain and abide on Board the ſaid Ships in Pur Service, ſhall have 
{mages foz the time of ſuch their Abſence, and from che time of ſuch their Return (hall be received into 
U'«nals alſo; And that ſuchof them as ſhall happen to be abſent as afozeſaid, and ſhall not return to their 
Ships by oz befoze the ſaid Firſt Day of January next, and vet ſhall return on Board the reſpective Ships 
ts Which they belong, at oꝛ befoze the Twentieth Day of February next, and (hall then remain and abide 
on Board their ſaid Ships in Our Service, ſhall loſe their Wages foz the time of ſuch their Abſence only, 
and from the time of ſuch their return, ſhall be received into Wages and Uicuals ; And that ſuch of 
them as ſhall not return to Pur Service on Board the ſaid Ships to which they belong, by oz befoze 
the ſaid Twentieth Day of February next, ſhall irrecoverably Loſe their Wages fo2 all the time of their 
Service, and ſuffer ſuch Puniſhment as may be inflicted on them accozding to the utmoſt Rigour of 
Law. And we do hereby farther Pꝛomiſe and Declare, That Pur Seamen Who shall continue in 
Dur Service on Woard the ſaid Ships, and ſuch of them as ſhall happen to be Abſent, as afozeſaid, 
and yet return into Pur Service on Board their reſpective Ships by the reſpective times afozeſaid, ac- 
cozding to Our Royal Pleaſure ſignified in this Our Pzoclamation, ſhall be paid their Mages fo
